Kess ecstatic findings include 
an "obverse somewhat weakly struck at left" (NN 56th sale, lot 450, AU), a 
"softly struck" MS65 (Rarcoa's 1973 Fla. United Num. Convention, lot 1081), 
and a "reverse lightly struck around the rims" (F . H. Masters, Jr. 14, 

Rarcoa , May , 1 971 , E F) . 

The reverse of Alvord 1 64 was "slightly double-struck" . The cataloguers 
have not supplied any die state information. Aside from the letter U in 
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UNITED, which always appears double cut, other letters were recut from 
time to time, but this is not discussed.

The early obverse die state is perfect. Gradually, a break develops 
from the 7th star to the top of the ribbon (Ruby; Merkin, Sept. , 1970; and 
Merkin, March, 1967). At some point, the third star is recut. 

The early reverse die state is perfect. After use, a crack is seen from 
about the rim diagonally through I of UNITED, to the wreath. Various letters 
of UNITED STATES OF AMERICA are recut from time to time to strengthen 
them .

The obverse of the Brobston coin shows the outer points of the stars on 
the right pulled outward to the border, by striking pressures, as noted by 
Gilbert.

In 
the late state, a faint crack is seen through the tops of OF and ME (Merkin, 
Sept., 1968). A repolishing of the die removed the file marks over ICA 
(Ruby 280, Superior, Feb., 1974) and probably blunted the leaves on the lower 
right. The crack through C has extended through H of HALF, through a berry, 
and terminated abo\^ the outside edge of the highest leaf. The faint crack 
through OF ME is now seen through the tops of ATE, OF, and AME (Ruby 280).

The Merkin catalogue for March, 1967 says that only six examples in cir- 
culated condition are known. The specimen there offered weighed only 81 .1 
grains instead of 84. The NN 51st sale (1958) catalogue says that only three 
uncirculated specimens are known, the one there offered being bronzed at the 
Mint. Walter Breen wrote that "there is an uncirculated example in the Mint 
Collection which does not appear to has/e had Proof surface (United States Half 
Cents, THE NUMISMATIST, Vol . 65, May, 1952, page 461).

THE DIE STATES OF THE 1804 GILBERT-9 SPIKED CHIN HALF CENT 

Thomas S . Katman 

There are four s/arieties of the 1804 Spiked Chin half cent. They are the 
Gilbert numbers 7, 8, 9, and 11 . All of these have interesting die breaks. In 
1974, in PENNY-WISE, I reported a brief description of the Gilbert-8 die 
states. In this article, I shall describe the die states of the Gilbert-9 variety, 
as I know them. The various states are shown on the drawings which accompany 
this article . 

State 0. This is the perfect die state and is the only state mentioned in 
Gilbert’s book. 

State 1 . A line crack develops which runs from the rim, slightly to the right 
of A in AMERICA, to the O of OF. 

State 2. The lined crack section of State 1 breaks out and becomes a cud. 

This state is pictured as the reverse plate in Cohen's book. 

State 3 . A line crack starts at the rim and extends over the TES of STATES. 
Also, a line crack starts from the cud of State 2 and extends over the MER of 
AMERICA. 

State 4 . A cud develops oveir the MERI of AMERICA. This coin was pictured 
in an earlier article in PENNY-WISE, written by Jules Reiver. 

State 5. The break over TES develops into a cud. This state is described in 
the Alvord catalogue, although the coin was not plated. 

I personally have seen States O, 1 , 2, and 4. I have seen a picture of State 
5. I have not seen State 3, but it was described to me by a reasonably 
reliable source, although in later discussions there was some hedging. There- 
fore, I list it, but with some reservations . If anyone has an 1804 Gilbert-9, 
State 3, I would like to hear from him.

Kingman collection 
sold by Stack's on December 10-11 , 1965: 

"1796 Without Pole (Half Cent), with the horizontal bisecting 
die crack. From the wear standpoint, the coin grades Fine or per- 
haps Very Fine. However, the coin is finely pitted all over. Still, 
the date, head, LIBERTY, and all devices on the reverse are 
perfectly clear to the naked eye . The Brobston specimen that we 
sold of $5,750. in 1963 is a better specimen because the surface is 
not as porous as this coin. This coin, however, did not see as much 
circulation as the Brobston coin . We feel this coin is worth close to 
$3,000." 

According to the list of Prices Realized for this sale, the coin brought a 
total of $2,400. 


If this coin does not sound familiar to you, compare the Kingman plate 
coin to Roger Cohen's plate for the 1 796 Variety #1 . Hmmmm!

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A LETTER FROM WALTER BREEN - FINALLY 


"Dear Dr. Lapp, Herb, Old Uncle Tom Cobley, and all: 

John Adams’ citing an old WHS project of illustrating grade levels by 
photographs has its advantages and disadvantages. Advantages : one could have 
a visual standard of what Dr. Sheldon meant by F1 2 or VF7 in each design of 
cent. Disadvantages: there would be' no way to distinguish an AU55 from a 
MS70 photographically, even given unlimited funds for assembling the coins 
and making large numbers of glossy contact prints, even in color; and, most 
important of all, nobody still could use such plates as a substitute for brains, 
discrimination, judgment, or experience especially in assessing the demarca- 
tion between weak striking and wear at any grade level, or in figuring out how 
much to deduct from an overall numerical grade for nicks, dents, scratches, 
pit marks , etc . - not to mention that the lone photographic grade system in use 
today is conspicuously divergent from what the Good Doctor had in mind. 

The original 70-point grading scale is not nearly so linear as it seemed 
to be 1925-1950, a fact which WHS himself prophesied in EARLY AMERICAN 
CENTS when he spoke briefly of mapping the broad territory between MS60 
and 70, 'which may prove to be one of the pleasant exercises in numismatics', 
though of late it has tended to become a nightmare to any conscientious grader. 
Which of you has not found that coins look different in grade in different lights, 
or with or without a bath in CARE? — or when you're using a different glass 
from the one you're accustomed to? 

Louis Sass may be interested to know that the Smith 'counterfeits' which I 
have seen - about a dozen in all - are without exception genuine cents of 1 794 
entirely re-engraved to make 1793's. Somewhere in one of the Woodward 
catalogues in the 1870's or 80's, I learned that Smith worked mostly 1858-1863 
and that at least one '1799' alteration was attributed to him, but this has not 
been identified. I have never heard of a 1793 being 'improved' by him, but it 
is not impossible. The 'Smith' piece in the Ruby I sale was as described, but 
the Superior Goldbergs unaccountably pictured an electrotype instead, one which 
did not appear in the sale. When they learned about the error, it was too late 
to re-do the plate . The only place where you are likely to see illustrations of 
'Smith' cents is in one of the various reprints of Crosby's 1 896-97 work on 
1 793 coinage . 

'Auction marks' (in Richard Smith's letter, P-W IX, 1 (1/75):34) are most 
likely to be on the psyche (and/or the bank statement) of the hapless buyer of 
auctionized coins WHICH HE DID NOT CAREFULLY SCRUTINIZE FIRST. 
However, 'suction marks' should be deleted from the vocabulary along with 
Beistle's 'akcidefects' (what a barbarism!), both terms being replaced by 
clash marks . This phrase is self-explanatory and has been used in British 
numismatics for generations - why it never got over here until recent years can 
only be conjectured; my guess is provincialism. 

Denis Loring (Early Cent Revision, Part 12) begins by asking if we were 
'merciful, asleep, or just don't give a damn'. The answer at this end is

‘merciful’, realizing that essentially PENNY-WISE is a fanzine, and nobody 
expects professionalism in such things - their intent is communication. In 
case that there are EACers who are unfamiliar with the term ’fanzine’, it 
means essentially ‘amateur publication circulated among afficionados of a 
theme’, usually mimeo, less often upset printed, and apt to contain a wide 
variety of materials os/erlapping only slightly with scholarly publications 
(depending, of course, on the theme) - e.g. convention reports, huckster items, 
personal and social notes of-by-about-and-for members of a circle who form 
s/irtually a face-to-face society. I have seen fanzines from a diversity of 
groups as seemingly far apart as (1) science-fiction and fantasy buffs, (2) 
large cent freaks, (3) model railroading devotees, (4) sexual undergrounds , 

(5) harpsichord builders, (6) Tolkien devotees, and (6) STAR TREK lovers. 
Many of the little poetry magazines, especially (though not only) those circulated 
a few years back in Haight-Ashbury, were essentially fanzines. The surprise 
is the similarity among all these, in the problems their publishers face (goofs 
like the one Denis alluded to are among them), in the financial problems, in 
the way they are put together, in the kinds of audience participation they get. 
But, enough of sociology. 

Chuck Funk surely is not the only one to spot that the allegedly linear re- 
lation between grade and price (Value = BV x Grade) fails at both ends of the 
scale, fails when Condition Census status is ascribed even when the objective 
grade is low, fails in extreme rarities, fails in type coins, fails a year after 
any given auction record, and feils for almost any other reason you could 
name, or for none at all. At best, it is today of historical value, a relic of a 
period when the inflationary spiral had not yet become nearly so steeply in- 
clined to its axis . 

W. R. T. Smith should know that Ms. Liberty has her Ms. because she is 
by definition the patron goddess of liberated women; to call her either Miss or 
Mrs. would be to define her in terms of her father or her (presumably equally 
non-existent) husband. If this is ‘caving to the pressure of the movement‘, 
then we define pressure differently, as there was none at this end; it was my 
idea only (not that of any of the women in my life) to award her the Ms . 

Dick Punchard (p. 86) should know that some dealers have their own 
personal collections, the more ethical specializing in series which they do not 
use as a focus for competition with their own clients. (Examples ; the late 
Moritzer Wormser used to collect Transylvanian coins — sorry, none with the 
portrait of Vlad Tsepesh Dracula on them; Lester Merkin used to collect 
Islamic coins and for cill I know still does .) But the distinction between dealer 
and collector has become obscured in recent years . Am I a dealer because I 
work for FCI? I have been working with coins for years and have never 
sold to the general public - mostly to dealers (like any collector), occasionally 
to specialists, and I haven ‘t even done that for over three years. Would Wayte 
Raymond have been a second-class member because he was for a while the 
largest dealer and market-maker in the country? Without him we would not 
have most of the best features of the coin game (he created the STANDARD 
CATALOGUE , ancestral to all other guide books of today; he created album 
pages and folders; he sponsored research and published the results; he invented 
and marketed many coin supplies and accessories; he bought up hoards and roll 
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and bag lots in order to provide other dealers with stock for an anticipated 
market for date and mintmark coins in all series - which demand was itself 
virtually created by his publications in the 1 930's) . He published the Clapp 
monograph on 1808-1814 and would hiave published Clapp's work on 1794 except 
that it was not ready for press; Dr. Sheldon's work made that unnecessary. 

He was, in his own quiet way, the most influential individual to enter the coin 
market after David Proskey's death, and possibly the most influential of all. 

If, in the distant future, any other colossus of his stature ever emerges, I hopje 
that p>etty minds in EAC will not seek to make a second-class citizen of him, 
the way ANS has lately done with its new By-Laws concerning Fellows . 

Jeff Oliphant, as always, gives us good reading, though I wish that he had 
let me see his manuscript earlier - there are several things I would have liked 
to discuss with him before he went to press. For one, how can a die error be 
intentional? Isn't it at least equally likely that the star punch on S-48 was 
originally intended as an alternative border ornamentation, abandoned only 
after a couple of soft-metal splashers showed plainly that the border was in- 
sufficient to protect the lettering, then altered by the usual serrated punches? 

As for the accessory E, that is cinyone's guess: mine is 100 p>er cent accident; 
while the 1/000 suggests maybe a bit too much use of rum during those long 
cold dark days in the winter of 1800/01 in the Engraver's department, 
esp>ecially when your breath fogged your glasses, the candle flickered and 
never gave enough light when it was most needed, and you were under continuous 
pressure (from some Type A foreman, whose heart attack wasn't due for some 
months or years yet) under the most adverse conditions, knowing that your own 
job was just as insecure as Director Boudinot's. Jeff might be interested to 
know, also, that the ENTIRE coinage of 1802 half cents was executed on blanks 
made by cutting down spoiled cents, mostly off-centers, though only rarely 
are these attributable. Only a small minority - a few thousand - of 1 800 were 
made from copper of this source. Judging by the quality of the 1802’s, 'executed' 
is probably the right term - see the Ruby I sale for a selection of some of the 
nicer ones around. 

The tan and orange patinas sometimes found on cents are usually cuprous 
oxide with various trace elements; so are some of the rose, maroon, and 
purple patinas. Cupric ion seems to be responsible for the blues and greens. 

For these we need not postulate gross impurity in the original copper; more 
likely the chemical nature of their surroundings for some generations (e.g. buried 
in different types of soils) . Unfortunately, human life is not long enough to do 
a controlled experiment to ascertain just what kind of soil produces which type 
of patina . 

Put down my vote for Ray Williamson's proposed token design. Only better 
check the spelling - shouldn't it be COLLEGUIM LEGERE CERASOS without 
the accents? It might also do well to have EAC somewhere in thie design, per- 
haps bottom reverse, or maybe let it read EAC = COLLEGIUM etc. But if there 
are many more serious altercations, maybe the device should be the floating 
jugs of the 1776 Georgia notes and SI COLLIGIMUS FRANGIMUR - *If we hit 
each other, we BOTH smash! ' 

Hoping you are not the same .

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TAA/O STATES OF THE 1831 N-12 


Roger P. Hurlburt, Jr. 

Since becoming addicted to collecting the early Newcomb series (1816- 
1835, Old Head), I have become increasingly enamored with the various die 
states of 1831 N-12. While earlier Newcomb varieties are rich with impressis/e 
breaks such as those found on the 1818 N-12, 1830 N— 10, and 1831 N— 9, none 
are as massive or as aesthetically pleasing to me as the late obverse states of 
the 1 831 N-12. Due to the ostentatious quality of the later N-1 2’s and the 
fervent desire of most collectors to obtain them and other explicitly cracked 
pieces (whether they be Necomb or Sheldon varieties, for that matter), really 
nice pieces are seldom cherrypicked; and when offered by dealers, they 
generally command sturdy prices. Such has been my experience. 

Although I am always on the lookout for heavily-cracked Newcomb cents, 

I personally have found very few in dealers' hands (except for an occasional 
1 81 7 N-1 2 or an 1 827 N-6) . Most of my best acquisitions have come from EAC 
members, via trade or purchase. However, the great percentage of die-break 
connoisseurs will rarely part with a choice piece; and it generally takes a 
combination of green stuff, a rhinoceros, and a blow torch to extricate such a 
coin. This was the case at New York City in February, when a fellow break- 
buff taunted me with a spectacular, late state of an 1831 N-9 (with a huge 
branch crack) , then promptly returned it to its flannel-lined envelope with a 
casual "Sorry, not for sale - no way" remark. I never even had a chance to 
get to the money part. Anyway, it seems to me that the ones which you can't 
has/e often make the ones which you do own just that much more enjoyable. A 
handy justification, to say the least. 

Getting back to the 1 831 N-12, I must say that I was fortunate enough to 
obtain two interesting die states of this variety while at the New York EAC 
gathering . 

Newcomb describes the various states of the N-12 by beginning with the 
obverse circular star cracks (N-1 2) - also seen on the obverse of the 1 831 
N-11 - and traces the progression of the die failure which, at first, obliterates 
two points of the 13th star (N-1 2/1), and ultimately covers all but one point of 
the 13th star and three points of the 12th (N-1 2/3). Newcomb further notes 
that "intermadiate states of the rim break occur between Nos. 12 and 12/3". 

One of my two pieces, picked up in February, seems to be indeed 
"intermediate", while the other is seemingly "peripheral" . 

Cent #1 complies with Johnson's criteria (see W. E. Johnson's LC1 67C, 

1 831 N-1 2/4) . There is no rim break "clot" as on the N-1 2/1 . The truncated 
wedge-shape has not yet fallen out of the die and is merely ghosted by a fine, 
yet distinctive, crack. There is also a small crack from the 4th star to the 
rim, an element found on Newcomb's 12/1 but absent on my later states. A 
double profile runs from the forehead to the neck. The coin grades overall 
about VF20 and is a nice, light brown. 
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Cent #2, a clean VG10, must be a very late state. The obverse break 
extends to all but the top of the 13th star and to three points of the 1 2th. A 
second crack, however, is present at the 3rd star. The star is dot-like, and 
the three lower points are covered by a blob of metal. There is a double 
profile from the forehead to the neck. 

I suppose that Cent #1 can be called an N-12 1/2/1 /2, while Cent #2 is 
an N-12 1/2/3, with a second crack. In my set, these two pieces presently 
fit into a run of five die states of the 1831 N-1 2j and I’m quite sure that other, 
clearly recognizable, intermediates must surely exist.

Driving in Lansing., Michigan leaves something to be desired - there are 
many one-AA/ay streets, which are not marked as such on the city map that I 
have. Nevertheless, I had to ask directions only once in order to find the Olds 
Plaza Hotel across from the State Oapitol building, where the show of the 
Michigan State Numismatic Society was being held. 

Finally making it to the bourse area, I took a quick tour to see what 
dealers were there whom I knew and to see if any of them had numismatic books 
fbr sale - another one of my favorite ways to spend money, other than on coins 
themselves . I found one dealer who did have some books for sale , but none of 
them were ones I really needed . 

On the second trip around, I began checking more thoroughly as to what the 
dealers had in the way of half cents . During this trip I met Jim McGuigan and 
John Lusk, two other half cent nuts, and we left the bourse area for a micro- 
EAC meeting. About this time, John Wright came inj and, after extending 
greetings to all, he proceeded to the bourse. 

Jim and Jon seemed very knowledgable on the subject of half cents . They 
filled me in on two new varieties which have been discovered since Cohen’s 
book was published, viz, 1794 C-3b large edge letters and 1794 C-4b large 
edge letters . They also showed me an easy way to distinguish between large 
and small edge letters - the R E of HUNDRED are widely spaced on the small 
letter variety. 

Jim had 60 varieties of half cents with him , while Joh had 77 . I bought an 
1826 C-2 in EF45 from Jim. He also had a beautiful 1795 C-6a which was 
double-struck. It would have been a significant upgrade from my Good piece, 
but it would have taken most of my remaining funds. Jon had three 1794's, 
all R6, which he had cherried! 

When Jim and Jon left, I went back to the bourse where the action was. I 
met Gordon Wrubel who had a "gorgeous" (John Wright's description) 1855 
brown Unc. half cent with a planchet clip at 9 o'clock. I passed, but now I 
wished I hadn't. 

Later, I picked up an 1803 C-3 in an early die state which Cohen lists as 
"scarce" (no bulge at 18). This particular dealer had attributed his half cents, 
eind he wanted to know why I was wasting my time by checking in Cohen's book. 
He said that I was keeping other customers away from his table . If I had not 
found something in which I was interested by the time he came up with such a 
remark, he would have chased another customer away. Incidentally, he had an 
1 809 C-5 which he had attributed as C-2, with no less than an R5 rating to boot! 
Another dealer had an 1 803 marked 1 805! ! 

John Wright loaned me his magnifying lens with a built-in light so that I 
could look at some large cents in a case which had no light . It is always 
amazing to me that so many dealers have no light at their table. John's lighted 
lens helped a great deal; and the first chance that I get, I'm going to pick up 
one of those jewels! 
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I overheard some interesting remarks made at tiie show: one dealer said 
that she couldn't sell sliders any more. Another dealer said that he had 
bought a $20. gold piece from a merchant who had acquired it when some one 
had spent it at a grocery store! How about that for a cherry? One person 
was caught stealing coins while I was there and was ejected from the bourse . 


There were a number of exhibits on display, but none on early coppers , 

I could easily have spent a lot more money, but many of the prices were too 
high and some coins were os/ergraded . 

I am looking forward to the next regional EAC meeting and show to be held 
in Detroit in November, and I hope to meet more EAC members at that time.

The meeting got underway shortly after 8 P.M. While waiting for four 
members to arrive from the Long Beach Coin and Stamp Exposition, Dick 
Wright passed around his second set of large cents which he affectionately 
calls "junque". The set consists of medium to low grade cents, and are 
duplicate varieties of his regular set. Dick has formed the "junque” set so 
that he can keep some large cents at home , instead of only being able to see 
his coins at the bank vault. It seems like a very good idea - if this set is • 
stolen, nothing of value; would be lost. Dick's best coin (his worst) is a 1794 
S-49 which has been rolled, pounded, and cut, and has been liberally graded 
at negative-5 . 


Glen Kemp brought with him a set of slides of coins which he and a friend 
had recently made at work. They shot each coin on a white, light blue, or 
true blue background. I felt that the light blue was the most effective back- 
ground. The true blue cast a bluish tint to the coins. 


Aaron Roberts was attending his first EAC meeting. He has been collect- 
ing coins for about five years, and has paid for his collection by buying and 
selling other coins . 

When the meeting formally began, Del Bland presented information on some 
upcoming auctions. He said that the Kissner collection being sold by Stack's 
was the only significant collection currently scheduled. The ANA sale by 
Superior will offer a fa,ir amount of half cent material. The Floyd Starr 
collection of Late Date large cents is still up in the air. 


Jack Collins brought up the idea of the West Coast chapter putting on an 
exhibit at the forthcoming ANA Cons/ention . Every one present seemed to be 
in favor of the proposal, and it was discussed at considerable length. Eva 
Roberts suggested incorporating visual or audio methods into the display. We 
discussed whether or not to enter a competitive exhibit and voted to do so. 
Several proposals were made as to what should be displayed. Grading stan- 
dards, RED BOOK varieties, famous varieties, and cents with full pedigrees 
(from the Mint until now) - all were suggested. Final determination will be 
made after discussion with the ANA Exhibits Ohairman. 
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Dick Wright presented a coin grading quiz for the rest of us. We were 
cisked to evaluate each of eleven coins by sharpness and overall grade. 

There was not much difference in opinion among the members when evaluating 
sharpness, but there wais considerable variation for the overall grades. 

Those of us not having the benefit of being directly under a light tended not to 
notice surface problems, and consequently we graded the coins higher than 
we normally would . For example , the range on one coin was from 25 to 7, 
and 15 to 4 on a second. This points out the need for excellent, not just 
sufficient, lighting when examining or grading coins. 

Refreshments were served, after which we broke up into smaller groups 
and discussed various subjects. Jim Engel was attending his first regional 
EAC meeting and seemed to enjoy it immensely. Jim primarily collects half 
cents. Marty Oghigian brought some early silver coins with him and eisked 
our opinions as to the grades and values . 

Several large cents were passed around. Most of these were recently 
acquired coins which others had not previously seen. Some cents were 
offered for sale, and a few of these found new homes. Things started to break 
up about 1 A.M. As usual, it was a most interesting and successful meeting. 

Our next meeting is set for August 20 in the Dallas Room of the Los 
Angeles Marriott Hotel. This meeting will be held in conjunction with the 
ANA Convention, and it will start at 7 P.M. promptly.

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Hi THERE, YOUR FIRST COWENTION? 
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ISNA SHOW IN INDIANAPOLIS - JUNE 7, 1975

Stouffer’s Inn on North Meridian Street in Indianapolis was the site of 
this year's Indiana State Numismatic Association Show. This show is one of 
the major Midwest numismatic events of each year. It always draws mainy 
dealers from a wide aresa in addition to many of the top names in numismatics 
in the country; and, of course, it attracts a number of EAC members. In a 
telephone conversation with John Wright a few days before, we agreed to 
bring our Matron Head cents from 1 825 to 1 829 for a Whist match - a re- 
sumption of the match we started in Detroit a year ago. My decision to attend 
this ISNA show was a last minute one, since I have an 8 7/8 month pregnant 
wife. But, on Saturday, June 7, my six-year-old son Briaun and I left 
Cincinnati at 8:30 A.M. for the show; and Dolly stayed at home, enjoying a 
day of no demands . 

After a pleasant two-hour drive across the beautiful Indiana countryside, 
we arrived at Stouffer's Inn at about the same time as did Phil and Dianne 
Horner, who made the trip from Blanchester, Ohio. At 10:30 A.M. , the 
bourse wasn’t very crowded, and we leisurely walked from table to table. At 
one of the first tables where I looked, a VG 1798 seemed almost to jump out 
at me. It had Style I LIBERTY and hair; and when I looked at its reverse, it 
proved to be an S-145. I was hoping for a better variety, but it was still a 
good find and at a good price . Although there was a good crop of large cents 
available around the floor, to my knowledge nothing really outstanding was 
found there by any EACers. Probably many of the cents were repeaters from 
previous ISNA shows . 

It didn't take long to run into Gordon Harnack and Jim McGuigan who 
shared a table on which they had a large selection of half cents and large cents. 

I acquired two rather decent examples of the S-21 6 and S-234 from them; eind, 
about that time, John Wright appeared on the scene. I had been wondering why 
John hadn't shown up at the time the bourse opened so that he could start out 
on an even footing with the other cherrypickers, but sly old John had come 
down from St. Joseph, Michigan the day before and had made a round of the 
bourse on Friday evening. I felt better when he said that he hadn't found any- 
thing. John's family had accompanied him on the trip, but they were staying 
with relatives in Seymour, Indiana, about one hour's drive south of Indianapolis. 

After lunch, Gordon Harnack made arrangements for a meeting room for 
an EAC gabfest and for John's and my Whist match. The announcement of an 
EAC meeting brought out four visitors who expressed an interest in the Early 
American Coppers Club. They were: 

Mike Gloye of Indiainapolis 
A. L. Hodson of Upland, Indiana 
Dwight Hostetler of Lagrange, Indiana 
Bill Pukall of Evansville, Indiana. 
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They joined Phil Horner*, Gordon Harnack, John Wright, and me around a 
table, and John and I produced our 1825 N-1 's. Our previous match in 
Detroit had covered 1816-1820 where I was outscored 115 to 65, and I didn’t 
expect to fare much better today. The match proceeded very slowly since we 
had to answer many questions from the four guests who were very eager to 
learn about EAC , variety collecting , grading , sources of information about 
large cents, etc. In addition, John brought out some large cent FIDO’s - 
these really blow one’s mind, especially when one has difficulty in recognizing 
the obverse from the reverse . 

Our Whist match lasted some two and a half hours , and we covered only 
the 1825’s and 1826's. My 1825 N-7 and my 1826 N-4 were the only two 
s/arieties superior to John’s; and, at that point in the game, our scores stood 
at 151 to 86. At our next meeting, we will have to continue the game from 
where we left off. By that time, most of us had to call it a day, so we stopped. 
I spent the remainder of my time selecting fourteen Sheldon varieties that I 
lacked from amongst John's duplicates. Paying for them will keep me off the 
coin market for a while now. 

It was almost 7 P.M. by the time that Brian and I started back to Cin- 
cinnati . We had had a thoroughly enjoyable day, and already I am looking 
forward to the same show next year.

From W. K. RAYMOND: "My wife and I are leaving New England to go back 
home to California. Jeannine is finished with Harvard and is anxious to see 
if her acquired skills have any value in the job market, while I will be pursuing 
my interest in California paper money. Chuck Funk, our regional secretary, 
will be hosting a semi-official get-together early in June, and probably at that 
time my job as regional chairman will be filled. 

We will miss our friends in the New England area and we hope to get back 
to see them from time to time . 

I have been a very serious collector of half cents . If a separate branch of 
EAC is established for those of us whose interest has grown beyond the large 
cents, I would like to help in that area." 

From RONALD JOHN GUTH; "The very feet that EAC recognizes each of its 
members as individuals is the most important reason for its being the greatest 
numismatic organization around." 

From LOUIS C. SASS: "First, Td like to add my acclaim to the way John 

Wright has started off in his handling of the Late Dates . The pictures print 
up in great shape , and are large enough for even me to see detail . T o date , 

I have only one suggestion: for the numbering system which identifies his 
varieties to be easily and intelligently incorporated into written text, his 
present four-digit number MUST be prefixed by a *W' for Wright, just as we 
have an S for Sheldon, a C for Cohen, an N for Newcomb, etc. Even when one 
knows the author is writing about U. S . large cents, the numbers 1 801 , for 
instance, can't stand alone in text and be anything but confusing, whereas 
W-1 801 would get the full message across . 

Secondly, I liked Herb Silberman's V^/ord to the Grading Buffs’ on page 148 
of the May 1 5 P-W . I presume that his usage of *15’ for a 'Fine' coin is a 
desire to get away foom the old 4-7-12-20 etc. series, by substituting a simpler 
5-10-15-20 etc. for the stations we call Good, Very Good, Fine, and Very Fine. 
With regard to Mr. Silberman's definition of an FI 5 coin, I'd like to see him 
add just one word - the word 'finer' - in front of the word 'details' to insure a 
little clearer picture of just what he's talking about. I'll also mention that for 
some time now I've been individually grading each side of my coins, and I go 
along with his idea of recording a 1 5/20 or a 15/10 as the case may be, if one 
side of the coin is better than the other. And, in feet, if the two sides are more 
or less equal in quality, I record the full 15/15, if that's what the coin grades. 
Finally, I hope that Mr. Silberman will come through with expanded definitions 
of the other grades , as time allows . " 

From DICK SMITH: "My interests in Colonials and half cents are peripheral, 
although I appreciate and enjoy P-W articles on these series . The proposed 
separation would not bother me, really. I would gladly pay the annual EAC dues 
for just a large cent P-W. 

Four years ago, I would not have joined EAC because I wasn't into large 
cents. It seems Now tliat I’ve taken an oath to these coppers, but should my 
interests broaden or change, would the information now sent to P-W be avail- 
able to others in the future? (Were I into half cents, I certainly would not have 
vy/anted to miss Milton Pfeffer's recent series!) 
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My first impulse (without substantive reasons) is that a separation of 
'content’ should also be one of fact and name, i.e. entirely separate. I think 
this is already essentially the case with Colonials as those articles and 
collectors go to THE COLONIAL NEWSLETTER. Perhaps the bias of P-W 
toward cents has rather subjugated 'the little half sisters’ which might re- 
ceis/e greater attention, etc. if they were treated as a separate entity. Just 
as large cents receive better play through P-W than they would through a 
more general publication, half cents might also fare better if not ’over- 
shadowed’ by the larger coppers. Again, I read and enjoy all the half cent 
articles, but ’altruistically’ feel that their charm might be enhanced if freed. 

I shall certainly go along with whatever EACers decide about your proposal, 
so long as I can get all that large cent information! 

EAC omnia in tribus partibus divisus est?I " 

From T. D. HOWE: "An EAC subsection on Colonials! 

One enthusiastic affirmative vote from the Southwest where Colonial 
collectors seem non-existent and large cent aficionados few and far between . 

If he will accept, Jim Spilman should head the movement, although I 
understand that he confines himself pretty much to the Fugios. Dick Picker 
may be the best authority overall, but I doubt that he would have the time or 

inclination . " 

From RONALD JOHN GUTH: "Your proposal to form subsections within EAC 
is a very fine one. My opinion is that EAC be dis/ided into only two sections, 
that of large cents and half cents . The Colonial issues are of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant their own organization, for this series alone contains a 
mass of information large enough to require a different type of expertise on 
the part of the collector. By no means am I trying to slight the collector of 
Colonial coins, but I feel that EAC’s purpose all along has been to aid the 

collector of U.S . Mint issues in copper. 

On the other hand, I am unaware of the scope or size of any existing organ- 
ization of Colonial coin collectors. If, in fact, there is no organization and 
Mr. Spilman is interested in broadening the field, I would suggest that EAC 
give all its support to such an effort. There is no acceptable reason why our 
membership, with its high character, cannot give of itself in the way of know- 
ledge and time. However, this is not to say that a sub-section should be set 
up. What is being said is this: a separate organization should be set up for 
the study of Colonial coins, thereby affording it sufficient room to grow and at 
the same time allowing all interested EAC members to participate . As a sub- 
section of EAC, I feel frankly that such a division would suffocate due to 
EAC ’s preoccupation with large cents . 

Back to half cents for a moment. My main collecting interests lie in 
U.S. half cents and CisAl War tokens, store cards, etc. I would like to see 
more articles on the half cent series and more interest in the series on the part 
of my fellow members . Certainly, the half cent issues are as equally interest- 
ing as their more valuable counterparts , and the half cent series has not been 
nearly as well researched. If a large cent can be cherrypicked, then this holds 
equally true for a half cent . As Rodney Dangerfield counterparts , I guess one 
would say that we ’don’t get no respect! ’ 

I say ’thumbs up’ to a half cent division. Perhaps, then, we ’quiet ones’ 

will start crawling out of the woodwork! " 
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From GENE C. BRAIG: "The idea of subsections intrigues me, even though 

I*m not sure exactly what a subsection is or what it would do. I am a new EAC 
member and almost exclusively interested in half cents alone. One of these 
days I hope to graduate to the *big sisters', but not until my efforts with the, 
half cents have been a little more successful. Selfishly, anything which will 
help in this direction sounds good, so the half cent subsection appeals. 

A few EAC members wrote when my name first appeared as a new member, 
and all have been very helpful . I met a very few of the EAC members at the 
MSNS show last fall, and they too were very informative. However, most of 
them have only a passing interest, at best, in half cents. Rod Burress did take 
the time to send me copies of all the past PENNY-WISE articles pertaining to 
half cents, but he, like most EACers, doesn't collect them. 

There must be othem members like myself, who have just a passing interest 
in Colonials and large cents. Maybe P-W could publish each new member's 
primary field of interest with his name and address. Then, once or twice a 
year, a list could be sent to each member showing who is interested in what 
and whether they research, sell, trade, study, or buy the items shown as their 
specialty. I would imagine that permission would be required of each member 
wishing to appear on the list, as some members do not want their address in 
print too often. 

EAC does an admirable job of bringing people with like interests together. 

If this could be expanded to those few of us who are interested in Colonials or 
half cents only, it will be a step toward the day when we too catch the Large 
Cent fever . 

I'd be willing to help in any way I can, but I'm a novice at early copper. 

I purchased my copy of Cohen late last year, and as yet I have been unable to 
locate a copy of Newcomb, although I got lucky and found a Sheldon a few 
months ago . " 

From DICK SMITH: "I notice that the Early Date revision committee listed 

the emission sequence for the last group of Early Dates, and I was wondering if 
this was done earlier for the earlier dates, if it is to be included in the revision 
of PENNY WHIMSY, or if anyone is currently working on the emission series. 

If the answer to all of these is 'no', I thoughtthat I might make a start on it. 

Secondly, many early cents are noted for their 'die sinking'. I read some- 
where that the dies were at least comparatively thin, whereas today's dies are 
quite massive. My question then is this: How thick were these early dies, so 
that they were subject to sinking? 

Thirdly, I no longer buy coins via the ads in CCIN WCRLD , etc. as I re- 
fuse to go through all the trouble and waste of time for grossly os/ergraded 
coins. I now buy coins from the local dealers, from shows, from EAC mem- 
bers, and from P-W ads. In short, if I can't see the coin before I buy it, my 
faith in ordering accurately-graded coins lies exclusively within EAC. Not 
only are EACers faithful to grading standards j but also, in my opinion, they are 
almost the only ones aware of what a VF coin, for example, really is. Thus, 

I hope that through all the current debate on grading and the imminent acceptance 
of the ANA grading board, EACers will remain adamant against changes of the 
Sheldon grading scale. I think that I know what a VG9 or F1 8 coin is; a nice 
VG8 or nice F15, or e\/en almost VG10 or almost VF20. Yet, I resist 9's and 
1 8's because I sense that they're heading in the same direction that has caused 
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much of the grading problem in the first place. Maintaining Sheldon's scale 
is not so much a matter of conservatism as it is knowing a good thing when 
you see it. I'll keep on grading my 9's and 1 8's as 8's and 15's." 

Editor's Note: Dick included with his letter three very interesting designs as 
suggestions for an EAC token. They are being forward to Herb Silberman 
for his consideration. 

From DENNIS RYNES: "I have been collecting for years, and I specialize 
in half cents. I also collect Colonials, Ancients, and large cents. 

I need some help on one particular coin! I recently purchased a 'rare' 

(in XF, that is, a la 1968) 1841 N-2 large cent. I has/e seen a reference in 
P-W (Vol. 6, page 96) concerning a N-2b. Presumably, there is a N-2a. 

Could someone let me know the difference between these two subvarities? 

Also, I would like to report the discovery of another 1804 C-4 (G-10) half 
cent which has the sharpness of 7/12 with no defects. Miss Liberty is weakly 
struck on the right side, and the only die crack is on the reverse from the two 
in the denominator, through the left ribbon, to the U in UNITED. I purchased 
the coin at a show in Benton Harbor, Michigan, before the bourse officially 
opened. Needless to say, that made my day! I hope that this discovery doesn't 
make the 1 804 C-4 and R5! " 

From DOUG WINTER: "I was very interested in Herb Silberman's proposal 

to have subsections in Colonials and half cents. My first love is Colonials, 
and I would truly love to get an EAC subgroup rolling. From what I have been 
able to determine, quite a. few of our EAC members seriously collect Colonials, 
and there are bound to be quite a few more Colonial collectors who are not now 
associated with EAC . " 

From JULIUS FELDMAN: "Just a few lines to say that the Feldmans are on 
the move again. Things just haven't worked out for us here in Elizabeth, N.J. 
and we're putting our furniture in storage and heading for Florida. We hope 
that there we will be able to find what we are looking for . I know that there 
are many EAC members living in Florida, and Tom Wolf and I have been 
corresponding for a long time. So, maybe I will have more to look forward to 
than the inactivity in New Jersey. I have notified John Wright and Bill Parks 
of my temporary mailing address at my in-laws in Maplewood, N.J. If and 
when we get set permanently, I will make the necessary changes.

A LETTER FROM CHUCK FUNK

I don't really need another 
altered date '04, since I already have one - does anyone out there want to make 
a bid for it? (P.O. Box 56, East Granby, Conn. 06026) 

Good to have heard from you. Doc, and, as I mentioned on the phone, I 
think your article in July 2nd Coin World is great — and, as you may recall, 
that '15 converted from '14 is now mine, though it wasn’t when its picture was
